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To His Excellency, Myron T, Herrick, Oovernor of Ohio, Columbiis, Ohio: 

SiB: — I have the honor herewith to submit the Ninth Annual Report of 
the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination for the year ending 
December 31st, 1904. 

The routine work has been about the same as that of previous years. During 
this year there were issued two hundred and ninety-one certificates to physicians, 
seven certificates to midwives, and fourteen ^certificates to osteopaths, authorizing 
them to practice osteopathy, but not to administer medicines. 

Of the certificates issued to physicians, fifty-one were under the old law 
without examination, and two hundred and thirty upon examination, and ten under 
the reciprocity provision of the law. 

We believe the law is better supported today, both by the profession and the 
public at large than ever before, and that the medical profession and the public 
have greatly profited by the elevation of the standard of requirements. 

The requirements for entrance to our medical colleges have been raised to a 
standard equal to that of any other state in the United States. 

A committee was appointed in January to visit the various medical colleges 
of the state for the purpose of inspection. This committee found the colleges of 
Ohio doing good work and ready to aid the Board in its efforts to raise the standard 
of the medical profession. It is the desire of the Board to work in harmony with 
the medical colleges and it is gratifying to report that such harmony has existed 
during the past year. 

The Ohio Board has gone as far in the matter of reciprocity in medical 
licensure as the law will permit. A limited reciprocal relation has been established 
with a number of other states, and this number will probably be increased during 
the coming year. 

During the last session of the General Assembly several unsuccessful attempts 
to modify and weaken our law were made. The failure of these efforts clearly 
demonstrated that the medical profession and the public are in sympathy with the 
law, and believe it should receive their support. 

As presiding officer it gives me pleasure to testify to the harmony and good 

feeling existing between the members of the Board, composed as it is of various 

schools of practice.

board, issued to said James H. Ferrell on October 6th, 1896, be and is hereby 
revoked."

PABTIAL EXAMINATION AT THE END OF THE SOPHOMORE TEAR. 

TTie Secretary was instructed to submit the question whether the board 
could legally conduct a partial examination at the end of the second year of a 
medical course to the Attorney General. 
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Dr. Wilson presented the following resolution* and moved its adoption. 

"Resolved, that it is the sense of this board that the United States Post- 
oflSce authorities are entitled to the support of every honest man and woman in this 
country in their eflforts to purify the mails by excluding therefrom the obscene and 
dishonest advertisements of "quacks" and "nostrimi vendors." The resolution was 
adopted. 

The board adjourned to meet at the call of the President.

Louis, Missouri, on October 26th, 1904. 

Dr. Baxter, seconded by Dr. Wilson, moved that President Beebe and Vice- 
President McGavran, be appointed delegates from this board to the meeting of 
tlie Confederation of State Licensing and Examining Boards at St. Louis, Missouri, 
on October 26th, 1904. Motion carried. 

MEDICAL DEPARTMENT OF WEST VIRGINIA UNIVERSITY. 

The Secretary presented communications from Dr. J. B. McGee, Secretary 
of the Cleveland College of Physicians and Surgeons, and- from the Medical Depart- 
ment of the University of West Virginia. The Secretary was instructed to notify 
the Cleveland College of Physicians and Surgeons that credit on a regular medical 
course should not be given for work done at the Medical Department of the tJni- 
versity of West Virginia. 

OPTIONS IN ENTRANCE EXAMINATIONS. 

Dr. Scudder, seconded by Dr. Baxter, moved that the question of giving 
options in certain subjects in the entrance examination be referred to a committee 
of three to be appointed by the President, and that this committee be instructed 
to confer with the board of entrance examiners upon this subject. Motion 
carried. ,

RECIPROCITY WITH NEBRASKA. 

Dr. Baxter moved that this board hereby agrees to reciprocate with the 
State of Nebraska under Qualification No. 1 of the Reciprocity agreement and in 
accordance with the law of Ohio and the resolution of this board governing reci- 
procity. Tlie motion was seconded by Dr. Wilson and adopted.

cient to make it the full equivalent of the first medical . year."

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Report of Proeecutlone 



The following is a report of the prosecutions which have taken place under 
the provisions of lection 4403f and g of the Revised Statutes of Ohio during the 
year 1904. 

1. State of Ohio vs. Dr, Johnson, alicLS William Verhellett, — Indicted by the 
Grand Jury of Morgan County at the January term of the Court of Common Pleas, 
charged with the illegal practice of medicine. Two separate indictments were 
returned. The defendant was arrested at Convoy, Van Wert County, Ohio, was 
returned to McConnellsville, pleaded guilty and was fined $250.00 and costs. 

This defendant was the physician of the so-called Bright Life Medicine 
Company. 

2. State of Ohio vs, D, Lee. — ^Before George J. Kochendorfer, a Justice of the 
Peace of Polk Township, Crawford County, Ohio, upon complaint of Frank Winders, 
filed January 25th, 1904, charged with the illegal practice of medicine. The de- 
fendant was bound over to the Grand Jury in the sum of 1^200.00. No indictment 
was returned by the Grand Jury. 

3. State of Ohio vs. Dr. Johnson, alias William Verhellett. — ^Indicted by 
the Grand Jury of Van Wert Coimty at the March term of the Court of Common 
Pleas, charged with the illegal practice of medicine. The defendant left for parts 
unknown before he could be arrested, but on August 12th, 1904, was arrested at 
Sandusky and returned to Van Wert where he was tried in the Court of Common 
Pleas, foimd guilty and fined $50.00 and costs. 

4. State of Ohio vs. EH Ratliff. — Before Jonas Erwin, a Justice of the 
Peace of Meigs County, Ohio, upon complaint of Frank Winders, filed January 
16tl\, 1904, charged with the illegal practice of medicine. The defendant pleaded 
guilty and was fined $20.00 and costs. 

5. State of Ohio vs. O. L. Jffurs*.— Before W. D. Yaple, Mayor of Chilli- 
cothe, Ross County, Ohio, upon complaint of Frank Winders, filed March 28th, 
1904, charged with the illegal practice of medicine. The defendant was. bound over 
to the Probate Court in the sum of $200.00 where the case is pending. 

6. State of Ohio vs. Kate Baditska. — ^Before the Probate Court of Mahoning 
Coimty, Ohio, upon complaint of Frank Winders, filed May 23rd, 1904, charged 
with the illegal practice of midwifery. Pleaded guilty and was fined $25.00 and 
costs. 

7. State of Ohio vs. Eliza Earner. — ^Before the Probate Court of Mahoning 
Coimty, Ohio, upon complaint of Frank Winders, filed May 23rd, 1904, charged 
with the illegal practice of midwifery. Pleaded guilty and was fined $25.00 and 
costs. 

8. State of Ohio vs. Martha 'E. Saylor. — Before Jeremiah Rex, a Justice of 
the Peace of Clinton Township, Seneca County, upon complaint of Frank Winders,

PARTIAL EXAMINATION AT THE END OF THE SECOND YEAR OF THE 

REGULAR MEDICAL COURSE. 

October 31, 1904. 

Dr. Frank Winders, 8ec*y State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, 
Columbus, Ohio: 

Dear Sir: — In reply to your question as to whether the State Board of 
Medical Exanjination and Registration, may legally conduct a partial examina- 
tion at the end of the second year of the regular medical course and permit appli- 
cants, who take such examination, to complete their examination after graduation 
from a medical college, I beg to advise you as follows: 

Section 4403-c of the act regulating the practice of medicine in the State 
of Ohio, prescribes certain requirements and conditions on the part of an appli- 
cant for the examination by the State Board, part of said section reading as 
follows : 

"The applicant shall file with the Secretary of the Board a written applica- 
tion on a form prescribed by the Board, verified by oath, and furnish satisfactory 
proof that he is more than twenty-one years of age, and is of good moral character. 
In the application as a condition of admission to the examination^ he shall pro- 
duce either of the following credentials ; a diploma from a reputable college grant- 
ing the degree of A. B. B. S., or equivalent degree; a diploma from a normal school, 
high school or seminary, legally constituted, issued after four years of study; a 
student's certificate of examination for admission to the freshman class of a repu- 
table literary or scientific college, or a certificate of his having passed an examina- 
tion conducted under the direction of the State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination by certified examiners, none of whom shall be either directly or indi- 
rectly connected with a medical college * * * and has either received a diploma 
from some legally chartered medical institution in the United States in good stand- 
ing at ihe time of issuing such diplopia, as defined by the board; or a diploma or 
license approved by the board, which has conferred the full right to practice 
all branches of medicine and surgery in some foreign country. With the 
application, the applicant shall present his diploma or license, as above 
defined, and accompanying the same, shall file his affidavit duly attested, 
stating that he is the person named in the diploma or license, and 
is the lawful possessor of the same, and givin^j his age, residence, the college or 
colleges at which he obtained his medical education, the time spent in each col- 
lege, the time spent in the study of medicine and such other facts as the Board 
may require; if engaged in the practice of medicine, the applicant shall state the 
period during which, and the place at which, he has been engaged in the practice 
of medicine or surgery. If the board shall find that the applicant has obtained any 
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one of the credentials heretofore defined, as a condition to his admijssion to the 
examination, and shall find his diploma to be genuine, and from a legally char< 
tered medical institution in the United States in good standing as determined by the 
Board, or shall find the license to be genuine, and such as to confer upon the ap- 
plicant the full right to practice all branches of medicine or surgery in the foreign 
country in which he obtained it, and of a standard approved by the Board; and 
shall find the person named in the diploma or license is the person holding and 
presenting the same, and is of good moral character, the Board shall admit such 
applicant to an examination." 

These statutory conditions and requirements of applicants for admission 
to the examination of the Board may not be modified or enlarged by any regula- 
tions adopted by the Board, and a careful examination of other parts of the act 
in question, does not disclose to me any language which might authorize the Board 
to make any departure from or change in the requirements made of or conditions 
imposed upon applicants for examination by Section 4403-c. 

In the absence of any authority to modify or enlarge the terms of Section 
4403-c, I am of the opinion that the Board may not admit to its examination, any 
person who is unable to respond to the conditions and requirements imposed by this 
section of the Statiites. 

It is manifest that a student of a medical college who has not completed 
its course of study and received its diploma could not meet the requirements of 
thisv section, and therefore, the Board has no authority to admit such a person to 
its examination.

CEBTIFICATES IN MIDWIFERY CANNOT BE ISSUED BY PROBATE JUDGES. 

October, 31st, 1904. 

Dr, Frank Winders, Sec'y State Board of Medical Registration and Examnination, 
Golumhus, Ohio: 

Dear Sir: — Complying with your request for my opinion concerning the 
authority of Probate Judges to issue certificates authorizing the practice of mid- 
wifery, I beg to say to you that the law governing the issuing of certificates author- 
izing the practice of midwifery is contained in Section 4403-e of the Revised 
Statutes of Ohio. According to the terms of this section Probate Judges have had 
no authority to issue certificates entitling the holder thereof to practice midwifery 
in the State of Ohio since 90 days after the date of the last amendment to said 
section, to-wit, April 21st, 1902, except to such persons as may have filed within 
said 90 days with the Probate Judge of the county wherein they resided an afl&davit, 
such as is described in the first sentence of Section 4403-e. Under no other cir- 
cumstances or conditions have Probate Judges had the authority to issue certi- 
ficates entitling the holder thereof to practice midwifery since 90 days after April 
21st, 1902; and the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination has no 
authority to issue a certificate authorizing the practice of midwifery to the holder 
thereof, to any person who has not appeared before it and submitted to an examina- 
tion, as required of applicants for a certificate authorizing the practice of mid- 
wifery.
